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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Agreeably to the usual custom we submit an annual 
report of the schools of Swanzey, for the past fiscal year. 
We also present a statement of our schools for the year 
ending August, 1897, corresponding to the report which 
the law requires us to make to the superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction. For particulars concerning the amount of 
school funds received and how it has been expended, you 
are referred to the report of the school treasurer. 

We have had during the year ending February, 1898, 
an aggregate of 308 weeks of schooling, and eleven differ- 
ent schools. Each school has had three terms with the 
exception of Nos. 9 and 10, where there was no winter 
term on account of the small number of scholars there 
were to attend. This made a difference in the length of 
schooling in these schools of eight or nine weeks each. 
The school in No. 8 was discontinued after a short winter 
term, sooner than was intended for want of scholars, but 
from no fault of the teacher. No. 2 was shortened about 
one week on account of the measles and a desire to close 
our reports. Those few scholars who. have had no winter 
schools in their home districts were allowed the usual com- 
pensation for conveyance to the next nearest school, where 
the privileges for learning were equally good. 

On account of the changes occurring in the population 
in different parts of the town within the past few years, 
and the unequal distribution of scholars which it has 
caused, some of our schools have become somewhat reduced 
in the number of scholars, while others have nearly or quite 
maintained their former size. A few of the old districts, 
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considered by their former boundaries, do not furnish more 
than one-third or one-fourth as many scholars as formerly. 

It is evident that we have too many schools for the 
number of scholars, and that the schoolhouses are not all 
located where they best accommodate the greatest number 
of scholars. 

The whole number of enrolled scholars five years of age 
and upward attending school during the last legal school 
year was 312, with 18 more girls than boys. There was 
an average membership of 269, and a total average daily 
attendance of 250. There were 16 scholars under six years 
of age; 283 between six and sixteen, and 13 over sixteen 
years. 

The selectmen who were appointed to make the enu- 
meration of the children in town in the month of April, 
between the ages of five and sixteen, returned a list of 144 
boys and 151 girls. - None were reported among those 
working while school was in session, who could not read 
and write in English. Our attention has been called only 
to a few instances where parents were not inclined to give 
their children the amount of schooling required by law. 
Only a few have had to be reminded of these requirements. 

Some changes have been made in text books during the 
past year, which were considered by the school board as 
necessary. 

Milne’s arithmetics have been introduced in place of the 
Franklin series which had been used in our schools for 
about twenty years. The edition of the Franklin had ex- 
pired and a new series had to be introduced. Milne’s 
arithmetics were selected and they are proving very satis- 
factory, especially to the teachers. 

The Rand-McNally geographies have taken the place of 
Butler’s. Many of these which we had been using had 
become so badly worn and used up that they were almost’ 
worthless, and many new ones would have to be bought 
if no change in the text book had been made. The Rand- 
McNally geographies are stronger and better made books, 
and they appear to be well adapted to our schools. 
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Besides the studies noted in the tables annexed to this 
report some of the scholars have attended to the study of 
natural history, general history, bookkeeping, rhetoric and 
civil government. ‘Good elementary instruction in the com- 
mon school branches is considered by us to be of the first 
importance. 

Drawing has been taught in several of our schools, and 
in this branch the children seem to be much interested. 

We are glad to notice that more attention has been given 
to music this year than formerly. Nearly all the schools 
have taken it up in some manner, and in many of the 
schools improvement in singing has been quite noticeable. 

The average attendance of scholars as shown by the 
school registers would have been better than usual except 
for the extra amount of sickness among the scholars which 
was mostly during the winter term while the measles were 
prevalent. Sickness from this disease, and fear, kept schol- 
ars from school that otherwise would have had a perfect 
attendance. This particularly affected the attendance in 
Nos. 1, 2, 4, and to some extent in No. 11. 

A few scholars have had a broken attendance by stay- 
ing out of school without good reasons which parents, in 
a few cases, might have prevented or corrected, had they 
manifested sufficient interest in the school and in the wel- 
fare of their children. 

The financial report will show what schoolhouses have 
received the most attention by way of repairs. No.1 school- 
house will soon need considerable work done to it, or a 
new house. No. 11 must have new floors to the hall and 
play-room, and the furnaces repaired, and something more 
done to make the house warmer in winter. 

We close our report with the satisfaction that ourschools 
for the past year have generally proved successful and com- 
pare favorably with those of any of the past years. 

Their success has depended much upon the employment 
of experienced teachers, who have generally been well fitted 
and especially qualified for their work. No inefficient 
teacher, or one who has not the proper interest in the 
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school work, or an adaptation to teach and govern, can 
expect success in our schools at the present time. 

We have been gratified to see so much interest mani- 
fested by parents and citizens in our schools. In some of 
them there have been more visitors than formerly which 
shows an improvement in this respect, and an increased 
interest in our public schools and the children who there 
attend. 

Our schools should be considered as belonging to one 
town and one district, and not as sectional. They should 
be regarded more as schools of the same town and not as 
only our school.and yourschool. It should be understood 
that they are all supported from one treasury, and, to have 
them equally successful and progressive, they must be fur- 
nished alike with books and supplies, be properly classified 
and managed as near as possible on a unified plan.
